A NOTABLE REVIEW

When however the 
Policy seems to be overloaded 
with endeavours to penalise 
rather than to impose legitimate 
restrictions on foreign trade, it 
ssumes unpleasant aspects 
which must deter activities of 
considerable importance to the 
country at this juncture.

It is quite another to accept its 
treatment purely and simply as 
& matter of internal politics on 
which one of the parties mainly.

possible influence. Mr. Peacock 
recognizes that the » strangle-| 
hold of internal polities is, not 
necessarily peculiar to China 
but, no doubt, he is aware that 
some effort is made to diminish 
its malignance where business! 
interests are at stake. There 
every readiness to support the 
Government at, Nanking in its 
colossal task of gradually asert 
ing control where control pat-| 
ently does not exist, In. that 
connection the clearing of cer- 
tain stretches of the bandit- 
infested Yangtze is to be wel- 
comed, although there is still 
much to be done.

policy and activities, It is to be 
hoped that the Council will 
Insist on an expeditious handling 
of the subject, Last year mucl 
was made of the Ratepayers’ 
desire for move publicity. ‘The 
Council made an effort to carry 
1 out election pledges in that 
regard. ‘The result was net 
egligible but it cannot be said 
to have greatly impressed the 
public who, in the course of the 
last twelve months, have had 
reasons severely to criticize, on 
the one hand, an undue reticence| 
in” Administration Building’ 
and, on the other, the emergence 
of indisereet confidences from| 
the same quarter, ‘Phere seems| 
to be among Councillors a con- 
Vietfon that the main issue is 
that of, the publication of thi 
Council's proceedings.

of strong criticism, from within.

‘that he had repudiated his 
previously. announced intentions 
to overthrow the national con- 
stitution by force. He had done 
this during the sensational trial 
of the three army officers who 
had been arraigned on the 
charge of spreading National 
Socialist, propaganda in the 
ranks of the army: and this 
public renudiation of his former:

Urgent regulations governing the 
publication of mewspapers pro 
that each newspaper pul 
this must deposit $2,000 to 
guavanteo that it will abide by the 
regulations. College graduates or 
those who qualify after official ex- 
amination will be the only ones per- 
mitted to operate newspapers, 

‘After April 10 only daily ews- 
rapers will be allowed in. the 
Hankow area. Weeklies, bi-yecklies 
and others are to cease’ publication. 
To continue publication after Friday, 
newspapers in this area must have 
more than 1,000 subscribers. News- 
paner pages must be one foot, five 
inches long and two feet wide,

Chamber of Commerce eld at the 
Shanghai Club on April 9. 

The full text of the address by 
Mz, Calder Marshal, who was sup- 
Borted by Messrs, "2 ML Austin, 
ArAW., Burkill N.S. Brown, N:

Though armies and punitive ex- 
peditions are necessary to oppose 
the bandit and communist. forces, 
the only real cure for the communist 

lies in the improvement of 
Conditions, the maintenace of

Bovernment. The. mere: dofeat, of 
bandit and” communist armies. will 
avail little if, the conditions which 
Jed to their formation are not re- 
medied, 

The ‘seriousness of the problem 

rnot only in its

its demoralizing influence upon the 
trade and industry of the whole 
country. 

‘The Government is now, putting 
forth every effort to crush ban: 
find comminism and itis hoped that 
thelr efforts will be successful, but, 
as has been said, unless good’ gov:

time, the results cannot be perma- 
nent. 

‘A. People's Conference has been 
called by the National Government 
to meet in May. To a large extent 
the future depends upon the out- 
come of this Conference and on the 
maintenace of the present. friendly 
relations between Nanking and 
Mukden. 

‘The need for the closest co-oper- 

ion between all parties and the 
sinking of party differences in order 
that the country should have an 
‘opportunity of recovering from the 
Jong series of civil-wars, i 
ent to everyone. ‘The People’ 
ference will, it is hoped, show that 
the jealousies, antagonisms and 
personal ambitions which have been 
responsible for the unrest which 
has charactetized the past twenty

During the past year practi 
the whole world has been suffering 
from acute trade depression, China 
has been no exception, The con- 
Gitions. of unrest brought about by

‘The reduced volume of China's 
trade due to the collapse of silver 
‘must inevitably have a serious effect 
upon her revenue and it is doubtful 
whether the higher duties now being. 
levied will be sufficient to com- 
Pensate for the loss of revenue due 
to the reduced volume, 

Commerce and trade depend upon 
stability and until there Is greater 
stability in the currency of China 
than exists at present, trade and 
‘commerce must continue to be un- 
certain, evratic and full of pitfalls. 

‘At the present time with silver 
at such a low point, it would appeat 
to be undesirable to put the recom- 
mendations of the Kemmerer Cur 
rency Report into operation, but it 
ig hoped that ere long conditions| 
may 30 improve that the Nanking. 
Government may be able to stabilize 
ts currency. ‘The difficulties to be 

mounted would be great, but the| 
ultimate benefit that ‘would result 
to the country at large and to its 
foreign trade through having a 
stable unit of exchange would amply 
Fepay any temporary inconvenience 
during the transition period.

The Chuveh, of course, is not a 
commercial enterprise, and cannot 
‘adopt commercial methods to secure 
its revenue, It is obliged to leave 
it to the sense of honour and good 
feeling of those who use the Church 
‘and seck the consolations of religion 
to provide ‘the necesary funds for

Lord Li Nearly Seized by Gang: Bodyguard Shot: 
Gunmen Flee Before Police Arrive 


rAn attempt at kidnapping Lord 
Li Ching-mei at 10.50 a.m, on April 
9, during the course of which his 
Dodyguard was shot and probably. 
smortally wounded, was foiled by the 
Potential victim, who with the first 
pistol shot instructed his chauffeur 
to drive post haste towards his 
yesidenee. As the car gathered 
speed, the gang fired further shots, 
of which tivo lodged in the body of 
S. Kousnetzoff, the bedyguard, who 
was unarmed although the Russian 
chauffeur earvied a pis 

Settlement police who were 
passing in a motor-eycle, saw the 
foi of the) wounded man on the 
roadside and carried him into the 
Red Cross Hospital, less than 20 
yards distant, Later he was convey- 
ed in a Fire Brigade ambulance to 
the Country Hospital and operated 
‘upon, one of the ‘bullets being re- 
moved. It was stated that little 








hopes of his surviving were enter- 
tained and the family were called 
to the hospital about mid-afternoon, 
The French police have charge of 
investigations.

“The car then drove away while 
further shots were fired as it 
left the scene. On the bodyguard’s 
being admitted to the Country 
Hospital an X-ray examination 
proved that one bullet had entered 
the shoulder blade and one the lower 
part of the back.” 

Lord Li is the adopted son of the: 
fiate Lord Li Hung-chang, who was 
Foreign , Minister to the Manchu 
‘Court and China’s leading diplomat.

General Krassnof will be best 
remembered for his really fine 
books “From Double Eagle to Red 
Flag,” and “The Unforgiven,” both 
of which give vivid ‘pictures of 
Russia during the revolution, Indeed 
the first named stamped Krassnof 
jas a literary star of some magni- 
tude, while the second maintained 
thay’ qualifieation, ‘The present 
work, however, is not so good, and 
while it does "no damage to the 
author's already established reputa- 

ion completely fails to reach the 
heights of his other works. That 
may very well be for the | simple 
‘reason that he is dealing with a 
period outside his actual ken.
